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Moon Explorations Point To Vast Expansion Of Knowledge

(AP)— 
In another triumph of 


human courage, man has re- 
turned to the moon and opened 
a new era of discovery. His 
store of scientific knowledge 
has been vastly enriched, tout it 
is only a beginning. 
Those footprints left on the 
moon, first by the explorers of 
Apollo 11, and now by Apollo 
12, point to a future so vast 


its implications exceed com- 
prehension. 
Two trips have only whetted 
man's quest for knowledge. He 
must return to the moon, and he 
must explore elsewhere in the 
universe. For that is the man- 
ner of man. 
Spain did not mothball its ocean 
fleet after Columbus returned 
from the New World. That na- 
tion had invested considerable 
money in an ocean transporta- 
tion system and it struck out 


in new directions to seek land 
and resources. 
When Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. landed on 
the moon in July, they demon- 
strated a new space transpoi - 
tation system. 
Apollo 12 adventurers Char- 
les Conrad Jr., and Alan L. 
Bean improved on that system. 
They made a pinpoint landing 
and assured that future Apollo 
crews can fly into more scien- 
tifically 
interesting 
places, 


such 
as mountains and the 


bowls of craters. 


The 
ease with which they 


worked on 
the moon several 


hours assured that man can 
safely explore the lunar sur- 
face for long periods. 
Apollo 13 
already is being 


readied for a trip to the high- 
lands near crater Frau Mauro 
next March. Seven additional 
two-man Apollo teams are to 
make flights to the moon in 
the next three years. They are to 


study all major features of the 
surface and will leave auto- 
matic scientific 
stations at 


each site. 


However, the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Adminis- 
tration Is prepared to stop the 
stream of lunar landing flights 
if a point is reached at which 
no new knowledge is being ac- 
quired. If all the lunar rocks 
reveal the same things and the 
instruments detect nothing new, 
then officials must determine if 


the rockets and spaceships can 
be used for other purposes. 


Most scientists believe this 


will not be the case. They feel 
the total of 10 flights will show 
that building a permanent base 
on the moon is feasible.

Frank M. Stead, former head of the state Division of Environ- 


mental Sanitation, sees dangers ahead In connection with the 
state water plan. He thinks Southern California should be working 
harder to develop sources of water other than the northern part 
of the state, and particularly from the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
delta. 
In that connection, he proposes that if it is necessary 


to continue to transport water from the north to'the south in 
future years, that the north coast rivers be tapped at the mouths 
and the water be transported along the continental shelf. 


That idea and any other that avoids drying up the northern 


streams should be given careful study. We have realized for 
a long time that our northern water supply is not inexhaustible, 
and now, in addition, we are beginning to comprehend the ecological 
dangers thatt-confront us. It becomes more clear all the time 
that care of our natural resources demands eternal vigilance. 


The over-all state water plan is one in which Tehama County 


has only a minor voice. It is right, however, that we should make 
our voice heard. And at the same time, we have the water origina- 
ting in our own county to look out for. We must not drag our feet 
on that matter. 
Counties, such as Stanislaus, which long ago 


took charge of their own water supply are glad they did. 


Credit Cards And Interest Rates 


The National Federation of Independent Businessmen see a re- 


lationship between the merchandising of bank credit cards and 
climbing interest rates for conventional loans, especially to in- 
dependent business. That is part of the context of the testimony 
given by Jerome Gulan, legislative director of the National Feder- 
ation of Independent Business before the House PostalSubcommit- 
tee on Post Office and Civil Service. 


The subcommittee Is investigating the matter of mailing un- 


solicited credit cards, a practice which a nationwide poll by the 
Federation found 80 per cent of the independent businessmen be- 
lieve undesirable. Gulan pointed out that since 1968 the Federation 
surveys have been studying the impact of bank credit cards and 
while they appear to offer some competitive advantages to the 
independent retailer, it is also possible that they tend to accen- 
tuate inflationary pressures. 


In addition, he said there is evidence, not yet conclusive, 


that widespread promotion of credit cards in a given area tends 
to cause a hike in interest rates on conventional types of loans. 
There is also, he asserted, a substantial possibility that a question 
of priorities is involved. As charges on bank credit cards con- 
stitute an almost unlimited "blank check" against banking loan 
reserves, this may tend to diminish the funds available for ordinary 
business loans, especially in view of the more attractive yield 
offered by consumer charges as high as 1 -1/2 per cent per month, 
plus discounts to the retailer running from 2 to 6 per cent. 


Indonesian Word Of Caution 


Indonesian Foreign Minister Adam Malik is urging the na- 


tions of Southeast Asia to develop a strong community among 
themselves as protection against both Communist China and 
Japan, and he declared that Japan may be a more vexing problem 
than China. He conceded that it must be recognized that an eco- 
nomically prosperous Japan will contribute to security in Asia. 
But he looked apprehensively at the possibility that Japan may 
also once again become a big military power. 


The Indonesian foreign minister warned the other Asian nations 


against depending on either Japan or the United States for pro- 
tection. 
He pointed out that the United S*»tes wants Japan to 


take over some of the burden of Asian security, and that the 
experience of the other nations with Japan's military power 
had not been happy. 


WASTE DISPOSAL FURNACE LEAVES ONLY STERILE SLUDGE 


A waste disposal incinerator that will consume 250 tons of 


garbage a day, is smokeless and leaves only a sterile sludge 
as residue is In operation at Los Gatos. It heats wastes to 
2,900 degrees. 
Gianni Siracus, its developer said It may be 


mixed with asphalt or cement, or used as land fill. The reduc- 
tion is to one per cent volume and eight per cent by weight, he 
said. 


Siracus said the smokeless incinerator is capable of beating 


today's standards of air pollution. He added, "You can take it 
out in the ocean and it will not poison anything."

Nixon would evolve as the am- 
biguist President, titleholder 
of the moderate right champion- 
ship, slowly but helplessly giv- 
ing right to the Zeitgeist.

nous. But his Vice President, 
more and more visibly a? the 
months go by, moves off in the 
direction of principle <jven as 
Calhoun moved away *.rom An- 
drew Jackson.

Senator Eugene McCarthy ven - 
tured a very nice wisecrack 
when he said that Agnew had be- 
come "Nixon's Nixon."

meant that Agnewwasperform- 
ing services for the President 
similar to those Mr. Nixon 
performed for Mr.Elsenhower, 
for Instance, in 1954. McCarthy 
is, as it happens, quite right.

There is, between 


the two gentlemen, a quite be- 
coming formality, such as to 
make censorship of that kind 
rather difficult to exact. 


Mr. Nixon could not possibly 


have sanctioned some of the 
phrases Mr. Agnew has used, 
not simply because the phrases 
are too abrasive, but because 
they are, in some instances, hil- 
ariously inappropriate.

Frank M. Stead, form er Iroad of the state Division of Environ­ 
mental Sanitation, sees dangers ahead In connection with the 
state water plan. He thinks Southern California should be working 
harder to develop sources of water other than the northern part 
o f the state, and particularly from the Sacram ento-San Joaquin 
delta. 
In that connection, he proposes that if it is necessary 
to continue to transport water from the north to the south tn 
future y ears, that the north coast riv ers he tapped at the mouths 
and the water be transported along the continental shelf. 


That Idea and any other that avoids drying up the northern 
stream s should he given carefu l study. We have realized for 
a long time that our northern water supply Is not Inexhaustible, 
and now, In addition, we are beginning to comprehend the ecological 
dangers that confront us. it becom es more clea r all the time 
that care of our natural reso u rces demands eternal vigilance. 


The o v er-a ll state water plan is one tn which Tehama County 
has only a m inor voice. It is right, however, that we should make 
our voice heard. And at the sam e tim e, we have the water origina­ 
ting in our own county to look out fo r. We must not drag our feet 
on that m atter. 
Counties, such as Stanislaus, which long ago 
took charge of their own water supply are glad they did.

Indonesian W ord O f Caution 


Indonesian Foreign M inister Adam Malik is urging the na­ 
tions of Southeast A sia to develop a strong community among 
them selves 
as protection against both Communist China and 
Japan, and he declared that Japan may be a more vexing problem 
than China. 
He conceded that It must be recognized that an e c o ­ 
nom ically prosperous Japan will contribute to security in A sia. 
But he looked apprehensively at the possibility that Japan may 
also once again become a big m ilitary power. 


The Indonesian foreign m inister warned the other Asian nations 
against depending on either Japan or the United States for p ro­ 
tection.

On the other 
hand, the V ice President is on 
to something, and his popularity 
is rising faster even than U .S. 
troops are withdrawing from 
Vietnam. 
It hasn’t yet risen 
so high as to commandeer the 
attention of A m erica. And pos­ 
sibly 
it can never rise that 
high — for hierarch ialreason s. 
The Vice President, after a ll, 
stops where the President b e ­ 
gins. 
They 
used to say — 
to 
be fa ir, I used to say It 
too—that nobody could challenge 
an Incumbent p resid en t.T h ere­ 
fore Lyndon Johnson would have 
no difficulty in engineering his 
own 
renomination . . . Then 
New Hampshire happened. 
But let us be rea listic. Spiro 
A gnew is never going to unseat 
Richard Nixon. If Richard Nixon 
were to evolve into Hamlet or 
Adlai Stevenson, then one might 
ponder the possibility of his r e ­ 
placem ent by Agnew the D oer. 
The script would go as follow s: 
Nixon would evolve as the am - 
biguist 
President, titleholder 
of the moderate right champion­ 
ship, slowly but helplessly giv­ 
ing right to the Zeitgeist. Lots 
o f explanations, lots of excu ses, 
lots of political force m ajeure, 


to keep us sullen, but not m uti­ 
nous. 
But his V ice President, 
m ore and more visibly as the 
months go by, moves off in the 
direction of principle e^en as 
Calhoun moved awav '.rom An­ 
drew Jackson. Then New Hamp­ 
sh ire comes around, and sud­ 
denly the Vice President an­ 
nounces his disaffection —even 
a s one knows now that Hubert 
Humphrey wishes that he had 
publicized his own disaffection. 
And the Eugene McCarthy of 
1972 becom es not the appeaser 
who wafts In on the surf of 
appeasem ent, 
but — the de- 
G aulle, wno,unsmilingly, hoists 
the C ross of Lorraine and says 
that he is the leader of the 
soul of F ra n ce. 
I leave the d etails to A lien Dru- 
u ry. The fact of the m atter ts 
that M r. Nixon is not the kind 
o f person 
around whom that 
end pass 
could be run. Not 
alone because he is him self a 
highly skillful political techni­ 
cian, but because his own sen­ 
tim ents are rather solidly lo­ 
cated 
just 
exactly 
where 
Agnew’ s a re ; which is to say in 
and around the proposition that 
A m erica 
must survive. Dees 
that mean that Nixon approves 
everything 
that Agnew says? 
Senator Eugene McCarthy ven­ 
tured a very nice w isecrack 
when he said that Agnew had be­ 
come “ Nixon’s

There is, between 
the two gentlemen, a quite be­ 
coming form ality, such as to

The 6-2 ruling turned down a 
young Colorado couple’s argu­ 
ment that residence require­ 
ments 
discriminate 
without 
good reason against voters who 
have 
recently 
moved into a 
state. 
In other actions, 
the court; 
— Rejected claims that illi­ 
terate black voters in Sunflow­ 
er, 
Miss., were 
victims of 
racial discrimination tn a 1967 
election because 
there were 
no black election officials to 
help them cast their ballots. 
— Declined to decide whether 
juveniles 
suspected of crime 
must 
be warned immediately 
by police they have a right to 
remain silent and to a lawyer’s 
advice. 
The court turned down Rich­ 
ard V. Hall and his wife, Chris­ 
tine, ot Colorado Springs, on the 
technical grounds that the state 
law has reduced the residence 
requirement in Colorado to the 
point where they would have 
been eligible to vote, and be­ 
cause the 1968 election is over, 


anyhow. 
Justices William J. Brennan 
Jr. ami Thurgood Marshall dis­ 
sented, saying the court should 
have 
stretched 
its 
view of 
“ mootness” to reach the im­ 
portant 
constitutional 
issues 
raised by the Halls. 
Marshall, in an opinion in 
which Brennan joined, said Col­ 
orado’s 
residency require­ 
ments 
for 
voters for Presi­ 
dent violates the equal pro­ 
tection guarantees of the feder­ 
al Constitution. 
The Hall’s 
appeal, granted 
review last May tn the closing 
weeks of the Warren court, 
amounted to a test challenge to 
state residence rules every­ 
where that have served to bar 
millions of people from voting 
in 
presidential 
elections be­ 
cause tn the months immedi­ 
ately preceding the election they 
had moved from one state to an­ 
other. 
An estimated 4.8 million peo­ 
ple were barred from voting 
for President last year because 
of residence requirements. Ri­ 
chard M. Nixon, who won, drew 
only 310,638 votes more than 
Hubert H. Humphrey, who fin­ 
ished second. 
The majority in the Hall case 


consisted of Chief Just ice War­ 
ren E. Burger and Associate 
Justices Hugo L. Black, Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas, John Marshall 
Harlan, Potter Stewart ami By­ 
ron White. Their opinion was 
not signed. 
In a similar action the court 
threw out an appeal that chal- 
leged an Ohio law requiring 
nominating petitions for inde­ 
pendent candidates for Con­ 
gress to be signed by at least 
four per cent of the number of 
voters who voted for governor In 
the district.

terms 
of only 
five years or under. 
—What this data seem to in­ 
dicate is that judges are not 
giving appropriately long sen­ 
tences. 
The study further revealed that 
of 65,446 individual criminal 
histories of offenders arrested 
by federal authorities between 
August, 1967 and August, 1969, 
a total of 11,420 (17.4 per cent) 
had previously been convicted 
of two or more felony charges. 
“ It is difficult to see how so­ 
ciety can be protected from 


hard-core offenders when it ts 
not possible In a significant 
number of cases to secure ap­ 
propriately long terms of in­ 
carceration,” the study states. 
The study also showed that 
members of organized crime 
get acquittals or dismissals 
much more frequently than o r­ 
dinary offenders — 69.7 per 
cent compared to 37.8 per cent. 
Sen. McClellan, along with Sen. 
Sam Ervin, and Sen. Roman 
Hruska authored the Organized 
Crime Control Act of 1969 
earlier this year, which is now 
lodged In committee. 
In his more than 30 years In 
Congress,McClellan has earned 
the name as Capitol Hill’s chief 
crime fighter. 
He conducted 
extensive hearings and investi­ 
gations of Jimmy Hoff a, labor 
leader now in prison for tam ­ 
pering with jurors. 
In 
recent 
months, 
Mc- 
C lellan has said he probably 
will not seek another term when 
his current one expires in 1972. 
When he leaves the Senate, 
America will lose one loud and 
persistent voice which has been 
raised for years to the fight a- 
gainst 
organized 
crime — 
and with results. 
And h«s going, no doubt, will 
be cheered by the members of 
Cosa Nostra.
